Iii (Climating the cost to tho community of 
a single drunkard it is safe to assume that his 
intoxication will not begin* in tiny form what­ 
ever till tic is fifteen years old. 
Street chil­ 
dren, nil Ii all tho temptnlions of a vagrant 
life, very rarely got under lilt! influence of 
liquor till they have. reached that ago, 
and 
children who have any hom e it Is safe to say 
never do. 
Even those who lire lim ited for 
house-room to the few square feet of a tene­ 
ment nre pretty sure to avoid the perils ami 
pleasures of dram drinking Hie first fifteen 
years of their lives. 
A stringent law prohib­ 
its Hie sale of liquors to any minor under 
eighteen oven, without the consent of the 
guardian or parent, and public opinion itself 
effectually curbs any such practice. 
There 
are many who begin to drink at about this 
age and arc confirmed in the habit in early 
manhood, driven on by favorable surround­ 
ings and the trummi(tod tastes an I passions 
of a dissolute ancestor, but their habits have 
cost the community nothing till after they 
have passed their fifteenth birthday. 
To 
avoid any exaggeration and to make tho * Ii - 
melds in the problem as sim ple us possible it 
rn iy.be well lo go to the bottom of the social 
scale and luke us a typical instance of Hie 
waste in excessive drinking a boy who has 
had Hie nurture an I the education which any 
industrious mechanic In tills city, or any of 
the higher class of day laborers give. 
So far 
as drunkenness is concerned lie has reached 
fifteen with the negative virtue of neither 
knowing good or evil, without bias or predi­ 
lection either for or against the habit. 
Dp 
to that time lie lias been roared and educated 
with every reasonable prospect that Hie cost 
of bringing him to manhood will prove a 
good Iiivi stmcnt in every seuao of tho word. 
The first loss which the community feels 
from bis intoxication is the eutire disappear­ 
ance of the sum expended to bring him t o n 
point where be could get drunk. 
Tho value 
of an able-bodied, clear-headed, healthy boy 
fifteen years old, who has been to school for 
al Knit the average length ot time—six years 
— is not easy to compute. 
Down South a 
•'likely” boy fifteen years old would have 
brought a few years ugo at a forced sale 
$800. 
But this boy is more than “ likely." 
Ile is educated iii the simpler branches of 
knowledge. 
He may have also learned Hie 
rudiment* of a trade, and become already in 
a small way what society has a right to 
expect lie will become in a very few years in 
a largo way, a producer. 
The mere private 
cost of ins production is by no means small. 
He bas bad bis share besides in the protec­ 
tion and safety of governm ent, and the a c­ 
cumulated comfort of Hie past, all of which 
has been lavished on him in the legitimate 
hope that lie would In Ills time shoulder a 
part of the taxes and aid in accumulating 
comfort and capital for the future. 
As a 
child, *up|M>siug that his life has been passed 
in the family of a mechanic, his expenses for 
fifteen years cannot fall much below tills es­ 
tim ate :

As a jiereou up to the age of fifteen has 
done nothing to carn tho cost of the protec­ 
tion which a civil government giros In all its 
difierent branches, it is evident that, so far as 
lie Is concern od, tho aliquot share expended 
on him is so much paid out to rear and edu­ 
cate, a direct investment which the commu­ 
nity m akes in bim with the hope of a return— 
precisely as the same community, or a part 
of it, invests in a canal or a railroad, with 
the difference that the return is apt to be a 
higher one aud that the risk also is greater. 
This Investment amounts to at least $546.— 
It is direct aud easily computed. 
There is 
another just as certain, but which cannot be 
so readily reckoned. 
The total valuation of 
the country is placed at $30,068,518,507 in 
real and personal estate, and all this accumu­ 
late I wealth of the paris works together to 
make life easier for the young man, who till 
lie is fifteen years old is adding nothing to 
it. 
Ile stands, too, the representative of an­ 
other expense us tangible but even less easy 
to give definitely. 
About half the popula­ 
tion die before they reach the fifteenth year 
from birth. 
That is, to bring 500 persons to 
this point requires the birtli and eupport for 
a longer or shorter time of I,OOO, and tho 
cost to Hie community of each ut the age just 
mentioned is enhanced by tho expense of 
those who fail to leach ii. 
There are a hun­ 
dred thousand other influences which are 
paid for in tho labor of Others, and which 
form a part in the great investment lodged 
even in tho sou of a laborer, one without the 
advantages for culture of wealth. 
They can­ 
not bo reckoned iu dollars and cents, but 
they exist none the less, aud should be taken 
into account and kept in mind as part of the 
loss which the community at large sufferers 
when oue man fails to make any return for 
the talent confided to his care.

perceptible, 
enumerable parts of his cost 
price are to bls family in money $3,1G7; to 
his country and the community, 1546; his 
share of the income from $30,000,000,000 ot 
property, m il the partially developed life 
wasted aud cut oil that his m ight reach ma­ 
turity.

In estimating the cost to the community of 
a single drunkard it is safe to assume that his 
intoxication will not beginjin any form what­ 
ever I ill he is fifteen years old. Street chil­ 
dren, with all the temptations of a vagrant 
life, very rarely get under the influence of 
liquor till they have, reached that age, and 
children who have any home it is safe to say 
never do. Even those who are limited for 
house-room to the few square feet of a tene­ 
ment are pretty sure to avoid the perils and 
pleasures of dram drinking the tirst fifteen 
years of their lives. A stringent law prohib­ 
its the sale of liqnor3 to any minor under 
eighteen even, without the consent of the 
guardian or parent, and public opinion itself 
effectually curbs any such practice. There 
are many who begin to drink at about this 
age ami are confirmed in the habit in earlv 
manhood, driven oa by favorable surround­ 
ings and the transmitted tastes and passions 
of a dissolute ancestor, but their habits have 
cost the community nothing till after they 
have passed their fifteenth birthday. 
To 
avoid any exaggeration and to make the ele­ 
ments in the problem as simple as possibL i» 
m iy.be well to go to the bottom of the social 
scale and lake as a typical instance of the 
waste in excessive drinking a boy who has 
had the nurture and the education which any 
industrious mechanic in this city, or any of 
the higher class of day laborers give. So far 
as drunkenness is concerned he lui3 reached 
fifteen with the negative virtue of neither 
knowing good or evil, without bias or predi­ 
lection either for or against the habit. Up 
to that time he lias been reared and educated 
with every reasonable prospect that the cost 
of bringing him to manhood will prove a 
good investment in every sense of the word. 
The tirst loss which the community feels 
from his intoxication is the entire disappear­ 
ance of the sum expended to bring him to a 
point where he could get drunk. The value 
of an able-bodied, clear-headed, healthy boy 
fifteen years old, who has been to school for 
about the average length of time—six years 
—i3 not easy to compute. 
Down South a 
“ likely’’ boy fifteen years old would have 
brought a few years ago at a forced sale 
$800. But this boy is more than “ likely.” 
He is educated in the simpler branches of 
knowledge. He may have also learned the 
rudlmeuts of a trade, and become already in 
a small way what society has a right to 
expect lie will become in a very few years in 
a large way, a producer. The mere private 
cost of his production is by no means small, 
lie has bad his share besides in the protec­ 
tion and safety of government, and the ac­ 
cumulated comfort of the past, all of which 
has been lavished on him in the legitimate 
hope that he would in his time shoulder a 
part of the taxes and aid in accumulating 
comfort and capital for the future. As a 
child, supposing that his life has been passed 
in the family of a mechanic, bis expenses for 
fifteen years cannot fall much below' this es­ 
timate :

All this on the supposition that the family 
lipme lias ^included three rooms only, that 
the family has had not more than Ilive per­ 
sons in it all told, and that food and clothing 
have been of the plainest description, with 
enough of both to produce a healthy and vig­ 
orous growth, but with nothing to vary the 
monotony of fare limitedlo the necessaries of 
life. lie has cost as a member of family, and 
that a family inexpensive and economical, 
about $3,000; a3 a citizeu he has cost a much 
smaller sum, but still one that is fairly appre­ 
ciable.

As a person up to the age of fifteen lias 
done nothing to earn the cost of the protec­ 
tion which a civil government gives in all its 
different branches, it is evident that, so far as 
he is concerned, the aliquot sharo expended 
on him is so much paid out to rear and edu­ 
cate, a direct investment which the commu­ 
nity makes in him with the hope of a return— 
precisely as the same commuuitv, or a part 
of it, invests in a canal or a railroad, with 
the difference that the return is apt to be a 
higher one and that the risk also is greater. 
This investment amounts to at least $540.— 
It is direct and easily computed. There is 
another just as certain, but which cannot be 
so readily reckoned. The total valuation of 
the country is placed at $30,068,518,507 in 
real and personal estate, and all this accumu­ 
lated wealth of the parts work3 together to 
make life easier for the young man, who till 
he is fifteen years old is adding nothing to 
it. lie stands, too, the representative of an­ 
other expense as tangible but evou less easy 
to give definitely. About half the popula­ 
tion die before they reach the fifteenth year 
from birth. That is, to bring 500 persons to 
this point requires the birth and support for 
a longer or shorter time of 1,000, and the 
cost to the community of each at the age ju3t 
mentioned is enhanced by the expense of 
those who fail to reach it. There are a hun­ 
dred thousand other influences which are 
paid for in the labor of others, and which 
form a part in the great investment lodged 
even in the son of a laborer, one without the 
advantages for culture of wealth. They can 
not be reckoned in dollars and cents, but 
they exist none the less, and should be taken 
into account and kept in mind as part of the 
loss which the community at large sufferers 
when one man fails to make any return for 
the talent confided to his care. The gross 
perceptible, enumerable parts of his cost 
price arc to his family in money $3,107; to 
his country and the community, $546; his 
share of the income from $30,000,000,000 of 
property, and the partially developed life 
wasted and cut off that his might reach ma­ 
turity. In all, the direct outlay is $5,C00, an 
understatement in two directions.

Every student of economic questions knows 
iii a general way that a sot Is the cause of im­ 
mense waste, not only of force hut of money 
Ile also clearly *>('? that the loss is not con 
tined to the individual himself, nor even to 
the village or city in which he lives, hut iii 
some measure a fleets the great outside public, 
the commonwealth and the uation. 
But very 
few have even an approximate idea of the real 
waste that the habit of drinking entails upon 
us all. 
The article, to which we call the spec 
ial attention of every young man and head of 
a family, puts the figures we think very low; 
but even at this low rate every young man 
costs the family to his fifteenth year $3,167. 
Ile also costs the state $546. 
If lie commen­ 
ces to drink at this age, and becomes a sot 
this amount is totally lost. 
__ After that if he becomes a drunkard he not 
only sinks the value of those fifteen years used 
in raising him, but lie pays no interest on the 
original investment either to the family or the 
state, causes the loss beside of all he ought to 
earn, aud as the article figures it there is a 
money loss of $31,556. 
All this without bis 
being vicious. 
If he helps fill the jails and 
prisons, he swells the huge total of that im 
mouse waste, so that no community can rear 
a sot, and let him live In his own family, iii 
the almshouse, or in the prison, at much less 
than $40,000. 
It is simply incredible that communities are 
not a unit on the extermination of the race of 
drunkards.

Miss Sophia Snow lived to some purpose, 
inasmuch as she learned the nature of her re­ 
latives and friends. 
Her will making various 
charitable bequests which foot up at about 
$85,000 finally declares: “I forbid all person 
or persons to break this my last will and tes­ 
tament, and whoever attempts to break It, 
may lie, she, or they find no peace for mind or 
body in this world or in th e world to come.” 
Considering the infernal meanness of the 
times we live iu, especially concerning money 
grabbing, we can hardly think Miss Snow’s 
prohibition to be loo strong. 
She would 
doubtless herself attend to the case or cases 
of the malefactors, should there be any, in 
the world lu come. 
And if one may judge of 
Sophia’s temper and general ability as a eol- 
loquiallst from this little sample, it was a 
safe guess to make that the will-brcakers 
would have a terrible time to all eternity. Even 
if she did get the notion of composing so ve­ 
hement a curse from Shakespeare, its merits 
and force are none the less. 
And when we 
remember that supeistilious fears are a better 
yrotection to graves than a legal title to six 
feet.of soil, we may easily conceive that Miss 
Snow's envious and greedy cousins and broih- 
crs-in-law will leave that document of hers 
intact. 


There is one sentence in James Freeman 
Clarke’s published sermon on the man whom 
we lament to-day which is worth repetition 
and comment. 
Said the preacher, “He loved 
peace with all Ins heart, but was always in 
war.” Exactly; and so in his measure is every 
man with thoughts and a conscience of his 
own. 
Said a friend of ours to ns the other 
day in a personal conversation, “I wonder 
why I, loving peace and approbation as I do, 
am always grieving my best friends, and con- 
slantly tumbling into some unpleasant con­ 
troversy.” Wo told him those considerations 
wore the outcome of his nature and insepara­ 
ble from it; for he is intellectual, courageous, 
conscientious and original.

As mountain heights are isolated by 
the very fact of their elevation, so great na­ 
tures arc removed from sympathy for the 
same reason. 
And the most magnificent trait 
in such characters is that they seldom com­ 
plain of the situation. 
Yet they find that ¡is 
Goethe said, “On all heights there is repose.” 


A grizzled, long-bearded Oriental Sheik on 
being upbraided for his abiding and all-com­ 
prehending laziness, as he sat and siuoked 
calmly in the face of the quiet heaven, replied 
that all his wants were fully supplied. 
“Then 
do something for others, plant a tree for in­ 
stance.” 
“I shouldn’t live to see It grown 
up,” answered the philosophical Arab. 
“But 
your children may enjoy it,” persisted the for­ 
eign disturber of the peace. 
“Then let them 
plant it,” was tho unanswerable retort.

S om eth in g f o r C om m unities to Study. 
We publish on the first page of this issue an 
article which states id a comprehensive form 
tho “ Cost oí a S o t” to himseir, the commun­ 
ity in which lie lives, and society in general. 
Every student of economic questions knows 
in a general way that a sot is the canse of im­ 
mense waste, not only of force but of money. 
He aleo clearly sPes tliat the loss is not con­ 
fined to the individual himself, nor even to 
the village or city in which lie lives, but iu 
some measure atlects the great outside public, 
tbe commonwealth and the uation. 
But very 
few have even an approximate idea of the real 
waste that the habit of drinking entails upon 
us all. 
The article, to which we call the spec­ 
ial attention of every young man and head of 
a family, puts the figures we think very low; 
but even nt this low rate every young man 
costs the family to his fifteenth year $3,167. 
He also costs the state $546. 
If he commen­ 
ces to drink at this age, and becomes a sot, 
this amount is totally lost. 
After that if he becomes a drunkard he not 
only sinks the value of those fifteen years used 
in raising him, but lie pays no interest on the 
original investment either to the family or tho 
state, causps the loss beside of all lie ought to 
earn, and as the article figures it there is a 
money loss of $31,550. 
All this without his 
being vicious. 
If lie helps fill the jails and 
prisons, he swells the huge total of that im­ 
mense waste, so that no community can rear 
a sot, and let him live In his own family, in 
the almshouse, or in the prison, at much less 
than $40,000. 
It is simply incredible that communities aro 
not a unit on the extermination of the race of 
drunkards. 


A Strict Ordeal. 
Apropos to the senatorial succeseorship, the 
Boston Journal, referring to Charles Francis 
Adams, says: “ Nevertheless, we frankly say 
that if Mr. Adams can pass the ordeal of a 
strict Republican caucus and obtain tho nom­ 
ination, we will support him.”

A Doctor’s Declinas. 
The emotion evinced by Dr. Brown-Sequard 
when referring in his Boston lecture to his in­ 
timacy with Mr. Sumner,does him credit. The 
profession of medicine doc3 not naturally tend 
to the development of pity and noble sympa­ 
thy in those who follow it. No class of men 
see so much of the mean phases in tho char­ 
acter of their fellows as do the doctors. 
A 
man may deceive his spiritual adviser and 
even lie successfully to his lawyer, but his 
physician must know the truth. 
There is no 
medical treatment possible with a promise of 
good results, under any kind of false flag. Dis­ 
ease is undesirable enough in most of its as­ 
pects, yet it is awfully honest and makes its 
subjects so; at least temporarily and to their 
doctors. 
If a man’s reputation is a hollow 
gilded shell over a rotten character, the deft 
fingers that feel his pulse and the clear eyes 
that took into his very vitals will know all 
about it.

EdiTom Freem an:—Your local measures 
would seem to be well nigh disposed of, or 
adverted to as they made progress, so often 
that I mu3t begin to dip into general matters 
having a general bearing, but interesting 
to every section. 
The very first general 
measure that I will advert to is that County 
Treasurer’s hill which passed the House seve- 
al days since, since wbicli time and until Fri­ 
day it laid iu Senate Committee. 
That com­ 
mittee reported it amended iu tbe followiug 
respects: They strike out the tenth, or ineli- 
ibiiily, section; place the power of removal 
in the hands of the Governor, instead of with 
the Board of Supervisors; fix the salary at 
not over $5,000, tlve law to go into effect De­ 
cember 1st. 
If tbe Senate sustains this ac­ 
tion the bill, of course, must come back to the 
House for concurrence or rejection. 
We .shall 
probably have a conference committee on the 
subject ere it is settled. 
The Senate lias or­ 
dered the bill reprinted. 
Rapid transit bills continue to come in, the 
last being one that “ m ounts” that bill in­ 
troduced by the Third avenue people, I reck­ 
on. 
It begins to look as though all the rapid 
transit schemes rolled together were not suffi­ 
cient to outdo Vanderbilt & Co., who seein to 
desire to gobble up these franchises, or else 
to slop speculators from securing them -as if 
they injured the present or prospective rights 
of the Hudson River Railroad. 
By the way, Mr. Alvord gave notice last 
evening that lie would move to suspend tho 
rule which prohibited Mr. Speer’s traveling 
sidewalk scheme from being again brought 
up, the'.Speaker having ruled last week that 
the vote could not bo reconsidered, it being a 
corporate bill. 
Under Rule 44 of the Assem­ 
bly “ the final vote on the passage of any bill 
creating, continuing or renewing any incor­ 
poration otherwise than municipal, shall not 
be reconsidered whenever such bill shall be 
rejected on its last reading.” 
“Old Salt” pro­ 
poses to leap lliis rule, I know, but ho never 
would have made the motion wilhout a reas­ 
onable assurance of success. 
A sharp fight 
came up in the Honse to-day over Assembly 
bill No. 325, relative to publishing Election 
Notices. 
I will not attem pt to lumber up 
your pages with a history of the tedious ac 
tion had on the bill since it was^introduced in 
the Senate by Mr. Bradley on the 10th day of 
January last. 
After various etlorts made to 
exempt various counties from tho operation of 
the act, and after various motions to amend 
the bill as to tho number of papers these no­ 
tices should be published in having the largest 
bona fide county circulation, Mr. Prince was 
forced to appeal from the decision of the 
Chair—Mr. Goss, the amorous member, hold­ 
ing the gavel when the bill came up—but af­ 
ter explaining withdrew his appeal, and the 
bill was recommitted to the Judiciary for the 
third time; this time with instructions. 
Messrs. Johnson, journal clerk, and Allen, 
assistant clerk, of the House, being editors, 
will do all they can of course to protect tho pro­ 
fession from the merciless assaults made year­ 
ly by a set of men who come here as legisla­ 
tors, but who seldom are returned. 
The law 
as it now stands gives good satisfaction, and 
why members will persist in their attempts to 
bankrupt and pauperize the only live news­ 
papers now holding the front ranks in the line 
is a problem I cannot solve; is an evidence 
that too many members who come here could 
profit by reading better papers than they now 
do, provided their action on this subject is an 
indication of their intellectual calibre. 
The 
argument is “retrenchment,” but that is pure­ 
ly buncombe; something else is the motive 
power, and I reckon.such men us Prince, Pet­ 
ty and Lincoln may find ont that the live pub­ 
lic journals of this state aro a power—and tbe 
crack which shed light on their visions may 
come as suddenly as it may prove unexpected 
A bill to allow attornies to take affidavits, 
Ac., in certain cases has gone to the Griudin 
Committee in the House, and I doubt not it 
will pass, although the Senate may act upon it 
more circumspectly. 
It is reported that the House Salt Commit 
tee will rally upon the chief defender, the 
watchdog of the Onondaga Salt Works, and 
if Mr. Winfield takes as deep an interest in 
that as he lias in in your local affairs, he will 
chance to have Mr. Alvord on his'ear ero the 
session is over. 
Mr. Winfield had the Committee of the 
Whole discharged from further consideration 
of that Ellenville Glass Works bill to-day, and 
the bill, under a suspension of the rules, was 
ordered to a third reading and then passed 
the House and goes to the Governor. 
This 
will make the Ellenville 
corporation feel 
liappy, as I learn they desire to raise the 
money and go to work.

tion, thanks are due Winfield.

No person shall, at any lime 
within three years from tho first day of’ April 
eighteen hundred and seventy-four, fish for’ 
nor catch, with intent so to do, either with 
hook and line, trap, net, or device whatsocv 
er, or assist in taking, iu any manner what 
soever, any speckled brook trout in any of the 
streams or ponds, or other waters within the 
limits of the counlies of Delaware, Chenango 
or Ulster, or in the town of Halcott, in the 
county of Greene, in the state of Now York 
nor shall any person kill, or have, or retain iii 
his or her possession, any such trout caught 
or taken from any such waters. 
A violation of the provisions of the act is 
made a misdemeanor, a penalty of $25 at 
taches, and suits may be brought in the nanio 
of any individual to recover.

TION. 


T e stim o n y Given Yesterday. 
A lba n t, March 18.—In the investigation of 
the affairs of tho new Capitol building this af­ 
ternoon John Rowland Smythe lestillcd that 
he had charge of the books since December, 
1872. There have been delivered iu all 96,094 
10-12 feet of Ilallowell granite in the rough 
and up to January, 1874, there have been do 
livered 91,648 1-12 feet of dressed gianite. 
Commissioner Rice said that 44,000 feet of 
Yarmouth granite had been received. 
The architect, Thomas Fuller, sworn, said 
lie had been architect of the Capitol liuildiin 
since 1867. 
The plans have been greatly al 
tered. 
Granite was now being used instead 
iron, as contemplated, for certain parts in the 
original plans. 
In response to an inquiry 
from Senator • Wood, witness replied that he 
could not sny by whose direction the plans 
were changed. 
Senator Lowery gave witness 
a number of written questions, which witness 
promised to reply to at length at the next 
hearing. 
Architect Fuller testified that lie received 
$10,000 per annum as salary and lias four as­ 
sistants at salaries ranging from $3 to $6 each 
per day. 
Office expenses average from $400 
to $500 per month, which are also paid by the 
state. 
Witness said that Thos. E. Norman, 
nn assistant architect on the new Capitol, had 
made an estimate as to the cost of the build 
ing in 1868, and that the estimate placed the 
cost at $11,000,000. 
He (Fuller) thought the 
building could lie finished for $10,000,000 
while the towers would cost $SOO,OGO addi­ 
tional.

After the expiration of the morning hour a 
loug struggle again ensued for the precedence 
of business; the currency equalization bill, be­ 
ing unfinished business, was finally taken up 
and Davis of West Virginia addressed the Sen­ 
ate in opposition to inflation and in favor of 
transferring banking capital from New Eng­ 
land to the south and west. 
No one else being ready to speak Mr. WEST 
moved that the bill to equalize the distribution 
of currency be laid aside informally and Uie 
Senate proceed to the consideration of the 
army appropriation bill. 
Agreed to, with tho 
understanding that the financial 
question 
should be resumed to-morrow. 
The bill was then read and nearly all of the 
first section was agreed to as reported by the 
committee, the amendments all being con­ 
curred in. 
The most important of the com­ 
mittee’s amendments adopted by the Senate 
reduces the House appropriation for the pay 
of the army, traveling expenses, &c., from 
SI 1,450,000 to $11,400,000; strikes out the 
provision that not more than 10 cents per 
mile shall be allowed for traveling expenses; 
reduces the House appropriation for subsis­ 
tence from $2,452,416 to $2,409,000;.reduces 
the appropriation for Quartemaster’s supplies 
from $4,500,000]to $4,250,000. 
Tho appro­ 
priation for incidental expenses is reduced 
from $2,300,000 
to $1,200,000 and 
that 
for the 
hire 
of 
quarters 
is 
reduced 
from 
$1,600,000 
to 
$1,400,000. 
That 
for 
the 
preservation 
of 
clothing 
and equipages from moths is reduced from 
$50,000 to $30,000. 
The committee hereto­ 
fore recommended that the House appropria­ 
tion of $10,000 for medical works for the 
army medical museum and Surgeon Gener­ 
al’s office be reduced to $5,000, but to-day ad­ 
vised that the amendment be withdrawn and 
the amount be left as fixed by the House. 
Mr. GORDON presented a memorial of bus­ 
iness men of New York favoring the substi­ 
tution of legal tenders iu lieu of national 
bank notes and free banking. 
Referred lo 
tho Committee on Finance. 
The Senate at 5.30 adjourned. 
HOUSE. 
The regular session of tho House to-day was 
devoted exclusively to debato on the bill to 
regulate inter-state railroad commerce. 
Sev­ 
eral written speeches were delivered. 
The evening session was given to the bill to 
revise and consolidate the statutes, in which 
some progress was made.

, Continued. 
Wednesday morning the case of The Peo­ 
ple vs. Garrison Davis who tried. 
The attor­ 
neys In this case are the District Attorney and 
Wm. Lounsbery for the prosecution, F. L. 
Westbrook for the defence. The action is one 
of assault with a deadly weapon on Herbert 
M. Hover. 
The parties live in the town of 
Olive, and 011 adjoining farms, about four 
miles from the villago of Shokan. 
They have 
been 011 bad tcrni3 for a number of years, and 
have had any number of law-suils, squabbles 
and disputes, in which first one came otl vic­ 
torious and then U10 other. 
Finally, Ilover 
commenced proceedings to lay out a private 
road over Davis’ land, which was the original 
cause of the present caso. 
On the 26th of 
August, 1873, Hover was riding on horse­ 
back toward home along this road, when he 
spied Davis digging post-holes and putting 
up a fence. 
Part of this fence was run over 
into wlial was claimed to be the road. Ilover 
jumped from his horse and commenced to 
throw dirt and stones into the post-holea; 
when Davis, as claimed, struck him several 
times with an iron drill about five feet in 
length. 
Hover was knocked down, and the 
two had a sort of rough-and-tumble tight. 
Davis claims Hover was the first to assault, 
and that he used the weapon in self-defence. 
Both parties claim the right of way over the 
property over which the road runs. 
The jurors who were not drawn on this case 
were discharged, and the Court said the argu­ 
ments 011 the appeal causes would be beard on 
Thursday. 
In the case of The People vs. Paris the jury 
enfierecí a verdict of assault and battery.

Oswego was the'first boat built for tho special 
purpose of towing between New York and Al­ 
bany, and with all the lino steamers which 
the various large owners of tow-boats have 
had constructed for the sama business, not au 
improvement on the Oswego’s model and 
deck and machinery arrangements has been 
eflected. 
Some of the new and larger boat 
have more power and more size, which latter

Tiic Albany Post gives tbe following ac­ 
counts of the oldest Hudson River Captain 
and of an old pilot: 
Another old Hudson 
River pilot is John Goewey of Albany, aged 
6S years. 
He first went on the river in 1820, 
fifty-three years ago. 
He left in I860, and 
for some years he kept the Old October House 
i Hudson avenue. 
John has been pilot of

son river pilot Is never considered old till he is 
over eighty. “ They chase girls until they are 
seventy-five.” So says John Dunbar, who has 
been there aud knows all about river life. An­ 
other old pilot is Gould Buckbee, of this city. 
Took to the Hudson in 1826, and was pilot ot 
the sloop Favorite from 1835 to ISP). 
“Goc- 
loy ” is still around, fresh as a rose and rag­ 
ed as ye bear. 
We have written several articles on the old­ 
est pilots connected with the Hudson River. 
,el us now talk of other officials. 
The okl- 
st Captain on the river is Henry Keeler, of 
this city. 
Started as Captain in 1821—fifty- 
three years ago. 
Ho is still in harness and at 
the present time commands the barge J. S. 
Keeler, which {runs between this city and 
New York. 
Keeler commenced his river life 
as Captain,not being compelled by either fate 
or fortune to fall back on any of the interme­ 
diate grades. 
He is the only man on the riv­ 
er who can say this. 
Capt. Keeler was born 
n 1S02. 
He is therefore 72 years old at the 
present time. 
He has commanded the sloops 
George and 
James 
Keeler. 
The barges 
Lafayette, Ohio and the steamboats Mount 
Pleasant and Carolina. 
TLe latter ran be­ 
tween Albany and Troy some forty years 
ago, in connection with the John Mason. 
Capt. Keeler is still hale and hearty, and looks 
as if he might remain with us a century or 
two. 
Capt. Keeler belongs to a remarkable fami­ 
ly. 
His father died aged 80; his mother at 
92. 
They had nine children, all of whom are 
still living, the oldest 71 years. 
Capt. Keeler 
married over fifty years ago. 
His eldest 
daughter is Mrs. Hastings, wife of our old 
friend Hugh Hastings, formerly editor of the 
Daily Knickerbocker, anil now editor and pro­ 
prietor of the New York Commercial Adver­ 
tiser. 
Capt. Keeler has seen some changes in the 
world since ho first became Captain in 1821. 
In that year New York had a little over 100,- 
000 inhabitants; 
Albany had 12,000; Troy 
5,000. 
In 1821 we had 110 Erie or Champlain 
Canals, 110 railroads, no locomotives, no gas 
light, no steam presses, 
110 magnetic tele- 
rapbs, and only three steamboats on all the 
real lakes of the west. 
Who can remember 
all this without seeing that the world lias 
moved wonderfully since Captain Henry Keel­ 
er first took command of the sloop George?
